Thk pRiNcirLks AT Stakl. — We must 
take care, that, amidst tbo violent passions 
which this dreadful war nourishes, wc do not 
lose sight of the real causes of it, nor |>ermit 
the unscrupulous and constantly changing pre- 
texts of the secessionists to obscure the per- 
fectly vital principles for which the Amcricac 
people have taken up arms. Kentucky, above 
all, needs to do this; since she is liable, at any 
moment, to have the position she has taken 
rendered untenable by the mad conduct of 
Gov. Magoflio, by an invasion from Tennes- 
see, or by the return in military array of the 
thousands of secessionists who have left the 
Slate to be armed and organi/.c<l and whose 
return may be accompanied by the general re- 
volt of the secessionists of tbo State. What 
then are the principles involved in the conflict, 
which justify ns in (ho most determined ad- 
herence to them, at so great cost and riik, — 
which justify the American people in the im- 
mense preparations they are making to nphold 
them? In the^Vsf place: The Prascrvalion of 
the Nation itself. Shall the nation be de- 
stroyed— bo blotted out — be rent into many 
nation." — all of them mca)>able of maintaining 
an existence as a HrsUrate power, in the face 
of the great nations of the earth? Shall our 
national unity, strength, an<l glory, bo annibi- 
latctl — and with them our national indepen- 
dence in the face of all nations be destroyed? 
Shall our glorious country sink down— divid- 
ed, dishonored, reduced to ignoble and preca- 
rious de)>endcnc'e upon nations to whom we are 
DOW equal, and to whom it ought io be our 
destiny to give law, instea^l of receiving law 
from them? It is this first princijde of all our 
progress, our security, and our glory — that is 
put at the hazard of the defeat or the success 
of the disunion party. In the second place: 
Republican Liberty, as now enjoyed under our 
national and State constiutioof; or, perhaps, 
wc should rather say, all liberty, public and 
personal, in America. For nothing is more 
certain than that nndrr the anarchy, which is 
the very life blood of the scceasion movement, 
personal liberty is wholly impossible; and that 
public liberty has a better chance for springing 
up and taking root under the worst government 
that ever professed to be guided by law, or even 
by custom, than to survive the cruel and lawless 
fanaticism, which, having jweaessod itself of 
power and cait off all restraint, leaves to 
mankind no escape but in a military despotism 
But even if we could escape such a career and 
fate as that, after the triumph of the disunion 
I»arty, by war, still, the entire fabric of our 
liberties would be destroyed, and all free poHt- 
ical society as it has always existed in tliis 
country, and more especially as it has flour- 
ished under the Federal Constitution, would be 
thoroughly convulsed if not utterly annihilated. 
It is this second fundamental principle of all 
American liberty, public and personal, which 
now hangs in the balance of life or death— for 
the people of this country. In the third pla» e 
Security under law, and by law; security to life, 
security to person, security to property; secu- 
rity — the highest blessing of the highest civili- 
zation — without which neither indepcndcDcc 
nor liberty is possible. Who is secure in any 
secession State? What is secure in any oac of 
them? What can be secure, where law is de- 
spised, where government is subverted, where 
anarchy is supreme, where brute force is the 
only form of administration, where unbridled 
passion is the sole rule of judgment, where the 
ruling powers abhor institutions in proportion 
as they arc venerable, just, and gloriou; 
These, oh! people of Kentucky! thche aro the 
sublime principles on which rests all that is 
precious in human society; every one of which 
must perish from amongst you, if the spirit of 
this disunion frenzy is triumphant over the 
land. National indc|»endeace — public and per- 
sonal liberty— security to properly, to person, 
and to life; these are your birth-righi; main- 
tain them— uphold them — as you would save 
yourselves, at once, from ruin and from in- 
famy. IIow much more to be desired is it, bv 
a heroic people, to bo glorified by all gener^ 
tions, as Ihoso who perished sword in hand, in 
such a cause; than to drag out a miserable ser- 
vitude to brutal tyrants, after all worth living 

for is Ics'! That stern altcmative God be 

praised— IS not yet forced upon you. You 
still ha\c it in your power to continue both free 
and :,ecure. But you must piove that you de- 
serve to be both. 



0"The Courier says “the Administration 
is determined that Kentucky shall not be 
neutral. ’ The Courier’s saying is without 
particle of foundation. The Administration 
determined at the outaet that Kentucky might 
be neutral if she deemed neutrality essential 
to her safety, and announced the determina- 
tion in a great variety of ways each explicit 
and unmistakable. And the Administration 
has never reversed the determination. Nor 
will the Administration reverse the determi- 
nation. The passage concerning neutrality in 
the Fresident's message is simply a narrative 
passage, and, although it expresses the Fresi- 

denl’sview of neutrality abstractly considered, 

hasn’t the slightest bearing on the actual policy of 
the Government in this relation. The passage 
foreshadows no change. It is entirely devoid 
of all mere administerial significance. It it 
without any practical meaning. The Courier 
states exactly the contrary of the truth. The 
Administration is determined that Kentucky 
shall be neutral as long as she thinks it neces- 
gary and fit to be and can uphold her neutrali 
ty against the infuriate hordes beyond her 
Southern border and their not less infuriate 
allies in her own limits. The Administration 
is determined to respect the neutrality of Ken- 
tucky as long as Kentucky herself respects the 
position and makes her revolutionary foes re- 
spect it. More Kentucky does not ask; nay, 
more she would pray fervently against. 



(^Secession is as naturally the ofLhoot of 
the many experiments in public measures 
which we have witnessed during the last 
twenty-five or thirty years as disease is of a 
disordered system. The framers of onr insti- 
tutions exhibited great practical wisdom and 
foresight in devising systems of policy calcu- 
lated to give sufficiently healthy vigor to the 
0 |»erations of the government, and designed, 
at the same time, to advance tlie “general wel- 
fare,” by giving proi»cr and wholc>omo devel- 
opment to the varied industrial resources of 
the country. They considered themselves not 
only as acting for their own limes, but as 
laying a iKjrrc.'incnt foundation ujon which 
their children afler them could build up 
government which should be as durable as 
human institutions, and by whoso light other 
nations and peoples might sec the road to po- 
litical freedom. So long as we continued to 
follow their example — to heed their patriotic 
and disinterested counsels — and to adhere to 
the principles which they had so wisely cstab- 
Ibihed, our prosperity as a nation was compar- 
atively uninterrupted. Wo advanced, with a 
rapidity which .startled the world, in every- 
thing which makes a people great and distin- 
guished. Our commerce strcli-hcd itself out 
to every sea, and all the nations of the earth 
became familiar with the flag which protected 
iL An American citizen was proud of his 
country forever he went, and the f nUtd 
States Government was recognized and wel- 
comed as one of the great an*I leading govern- 
ments of the world. 

But as o«ir fathers j>a'-se<l away to “that 
boumo from whence no traveller rciums,” an- 
other race of men sprang up — not statesmen 
of large and capacious and national views, 
but politicians, who acted alone for thcmselve* 
aoil clo^ed their eyes to the true glory of the 
nation. These men never looked l^eyond a 
single election, but devoted themselves solely 
to the work of having it so result that they 
would secure profit and aggrandizement to 
themselves and their friends. Tbiir chief oc- 
cupation «as the construction of party 
^ormSj and he who wa.s the most ingenious 
manufacturer of these — who could make them 
the most cfloctive in cheating the people out 
of votes — was esteemed the most valuable 
leader. They worked exclusively under a 
parti/ Hag, and held out to their adherents 
the rewards of office. “To the victors belong 
the spoils” was their motto, and they unblush- 
iogly avowed that no man was < om]>cteDt to 
hold an office or aid in administering the gov- 
ernment who did not follow wherever it was 
necessary that they should Iea<L We had a 
few .state.M/nn left amongst us, who, alarmed 
at the fearful strides of the country towards 
anarchy under the direction of these reckless 
adventurers, warned us of our danger. Our 
oam great Comnuner of Kentucky stood at 
the head of this patriotic band, and, witli a 
courage and boldness never surpassed in the 
world's hi.->tory, threw himself before the ad- 
vancing hosts, and endeavored to arrest them 
in their mad and hc;vdlong and ruinous career. 
The clarion tones of his voice were beard 
above the storm of party, and thousands of 
hearts were stirred with patriotic emotions at 
his manly tmd majestic elcquence. But all 
his noble efforts in behalf of the country were 
without avail — altogether ineffectual to arrest 
the angry tide os it swept over the land. His 
unselfish patriotism was repaid with the most 
malignant and fiendish persecution. The 
basest and most infamous slanders — at the 
repetition of which their authors, now that ho 
is out of their way, blush with shame — were 
heaped upon him without remorse. And the 
political schemers and tricksters had their 
way. They plunged forward in their inglo- 
rious career like coursers In tho race, never 
stopping to look back, and never caring how 
much was placed at hazard by their furious 
madneas. Of course they were rea«ly to make 
all sorts of bargains to sc<‘iire success — being 
utterly indifferent to the character or designs 
of the men they bargained with, so they pro- 
fited by the 0 |K:ration. They worked for suc- 
cess, and, therefore, worke<l as well with dirty 
tools as clean ones — perhaps a little belter. 
They displayed one most remarkable quality, 
which was that they could keep in their ranks 
men of tlic most diverse views — could weld to- 
gether materials otherwise wholly incongruous. 
And with an army thus constituted, they went 
oa, step by step, in their work of destruction— 
never stopping to pause or take breath till they 
bad struck from the statute-book almost every 
one of the great measurut^ which tho fathers had 
consecrated by their wisdom. Finding these 
gone and tho country becoming aroused with 
an indignation likely to overwhelm them with 
dismay, they introduced a new clement of dis- 
cord into American {>oliti<'j(, and endeavored 
to make tho slnveri/ question the means of con- 
solidating one section of the country against 
the other. And they liavo purMicd the sec- 
tional strife they thu.s aroused, until, at Ia.st, 
ill their dcspt'ration, they have l»cgiia an ig- 
nominious and traitorous war against the gov- 
ernment of the Union. This is their last and 
most dc6}«rate e.\|K3rimcnt, and it is to be mo6t 
devoutly hoped, that, when tho authority of 
tho government shall bo rc-cstablishe:!, wc 
may hear no more of these de*:j*cra(o party hacks 
fbrever.

A Finished Piece of Military Work- 
viANsuip.— W'ecan say most cordially, with a 
contemporary, that, in perusing the narrative 
ot Gen. McClellan's triumphant career id 
Wwtem Virginia, the upp^ermost impression 
left in the mind is that it is a thing completely 
done. It i' a finished piece of work. It stands 
before us perfect and entire, wanting nothing; 
like a statue or picture just leaving the crea- 
tive Ihaml of the artist, and embodying his 
whole idea. McClellan ret out to accomplish 
a certain definite objert. With that precise 
object in view he gathers his forces and plans 
his eanipiign. Onward he moves, and neither 
woo<l, mountain, nor stream chocks his march. 
He presses forward from skirmish to skirmish, 
but nothing decoys or diverts or forces him 
from the trail of the enemy. Outpost after 
outpost, camp after camp, gives way; the main 
body falls back, and is at last put to an igno- 
minious and disgraceful retreat. He remains 
master of the field, and reports that he has 
accomplished his mission. There is something 
extremely satisfactory in contemplating what 
might be called a piece of finished military 
workmanship by a master hand.

Eleton, July 17, 1801» 

GKirn.F.Mi X: We desire to state a few frets 
that It isJweli enoQgh for the people of Kentuckv 
and especially the Union men, to know: 

Sometime since we organized in our town a 
company of Home Guards, in parsuance of the late 
act of pur J..egi8lature. and applied to the proper 
authority for arms, (in the loth inst.,two imxes 
of guns, one of small arms and a box containing 
cartridge box«8 consigned to John L. Davidson 
wplain of the company, arrived at the depot at 
Allensville. On the night of the same dav, and 
before we knew of their arrivsl, some 'thieres 
burglariously entered the depot and stole, about 
the hour of midnight, the boxes containing the 
arras. The facU, as far as we can learn them, 
ye about these: Between 11 and 12 o’clock, a 
locomotive was heard to come up from the Soutk- 
o-» C^federtM'y to within about one mile of Al- 
lensville and a hand car sent thence up to tho 
depot, which was gone about three fourths of an 
hour and returned to the locomotive, which wont 
muneiliately back to Tennessee. There was no 
ocomotive nearer Uun Clarkuille-so our arms 
Iwvei doubtless faiien into the hands of traUors to 
the liesl government in the world. 

If this, 811 ?. is the way Kentucky neutrality w 
to betreateil, we, as Kentuckians, will not be 
neutrals long but we will call upon the (.Mn ern-

(^after stating tliat he ap^ke bv authority and 
knew that he siH.ke the truth) that in letu 
than four wetki Kentuckv would be fi>ed to lake 
her position with the Southorn Uonfedaracy; that 
that was the obj'ict of the concentration of Ken- 
tucky soldiers jusi over the line, and that Ten- 
ne^3ee would assist thnm to force her out. Ken- 
tucky freemen, what do vim think of that? Are 
you slaves or are you Kmtuckiwuf We are, I 
fe.D, near a slumbering volcano. Let everv true

Ind* ed 
a generul stir and fre«|uenl raiicudng was ob- 
served hy (he Union men among the leaders of 
sec^jou, but irs meaning was not underhtiKid 
until Ute in the evening, when two of the 
leaders of aeceesii n went into an uooccu- 
pieil hotel to consult, and one of the 
parties being rather deaf, the c4»nversalion had 
U) he tolerably loud, so that a Mr. Wright (a 
and true man), who happened to be occupy- 
ing oho rotiin in the bouse and bad gone up into 
it to ti.ke a nap of i^leep, overheard them, and 
understood that it was the intentum of certain 
parties to taka the 8ute guns from this place 
during the night. S. E, lender also got inti- 
mation by oomo means, in the cvufbj of the 
evening, that such a move was cmitemplated. 
They said nothing of what they had learned to anv 
oue but George Klliolt, our Police Judge. The 
three determined to keep w.itch during the nighi 
and if it became apnarent llul an cffjrt to Lik . 
th« guns off wy to l>e m:i«le, to awake a suflicient 
number of Lnion men to dofecd them and not 
suffer tliem tc be taken. About 12 o'clock, two 
men, 11. Clay King and K. S. Waller, were 
seen to leave the hotel, pass through the public 
square, and di.sappear in a southwestern direc 
tion from town; and another man, who once 
lived here, but for the Ust six or eight months 
has been living in Dukedon, Tenna^soe, look 
a sest on the street opposite the hou-e 
in which the guns are kept. Thi^ satisfied the 
parties that something wrong was on hand, 
and possibly parties to convey the guns off bad 
been sent for. l.lliolt immediately came and 
awoke J. 8. Iblinger and myadf, and told us 
what they had heard and seen. We wont with 
them and awoke J. I. Conner. The company 
then, numbering six, c'lncIudMl not to awake 
any more, l-iit take stands at different points and 
see if any demonstration was likely to lie nude. 
About half-past three o’clock King and Waller 
returned to the hotel (and C^ C. Coulter); the 
sentinel on the corner and themselves went to 
bed. It then l»eipg nearly dav. B^>linger and mv 
self returned to our bom*e (Wright having pr’ 
vinusly retired), to be calleil up if neo(M. W. 
had scarcely got to onr rooni«, when we heard the 
(juick steps of one of the party approaching our 
hotire, who inf<»rraed us thit a’ wagon was heard 
coming. We ha*tened back to the vicinby of the 
guns, and could hear wagon* approaching. Two 
of our party (loindor and noIinger)sUrted (n meet 
them, or see if anyone was with them. Thrv had 
not gone two hundred yanls before Ihev SAw’sorae 
twenty or thirty men appnwching them. They im- 
mediately turnei! about and hasUnwl to where the 
l>alaDce of the company were; tbo men. how 
ever, had discovered them and made a halt 
But tieforo they hid reached us we had stopped 
young man who hsd evM-uUy been sent ini as .. 
scout on horse-back. The young man told us he 
was going to hli uncle’s, a inile and a half east of 
town, to let thoui know that some of Uieir rel 
tiros were sick. Ihe tale being re^tsniiable v 
let him piss. In the meantime we had awoke 
several other Union men. making our number 
all nine per.sons, each armed with duuble-bxrrol 
le<l shot guns and small arm.«, with the advau 
lago of the armory and thirty lo»ol ‘<I and b.iyo 
netf-d Minio m^Dke^^ which we c iuld have very 
readily reache<l by breaking in a light d«>or. We 
dotermine»l to resist (he taking of the guns to the 
last extremity. But the parties who had come 
for some of the gun.^, knowing thev wore di^cov 
ered. ami no d**ul>t Ihiukiug it a hazardous uir 
dertakiug, (uriiHl their wagons and began to beat 
a retreat. A- '.'-•■•n it was di’*covered that the 
WHgons had be^ua i.> retreat, six of our party 
c<'t horses and mtde pur-uit, U> learn, if |K»iible, 
whose they were. I’hev followed about six mile*, 
overti*ok fmir Av.igonr. and some tifieen men. Tho 
names of all but one or two are written 
down ar.d in the piwe«»vion of some of 
the pxrty ready to be given when called 
for. The wngons I»'d(>ng to various secessionist 
living near rryorsliurg, six milee s'uuh of here, 
on the N. O and O. Ktilro.^tl. M >sluftbe men 
seen reside in the same neighborh'M>d and are nc 
ted seressionisL*. 'I wo of ihe nirml»er were young 
men who left here last Monday with aromptny 
who went to Clarksville, TenaesHee, and organ 
iz^ to fight for the Southern (jonfederarv. ; 
brigade has been made up in this pirtof Ken 
tucky the last few week*, ar.d have gone to 
Cliricsville, Term., to drill and l*e ready to do 
service when neetled for the Southern (.’onfeder- 
acy. We suppose the gun* were inteeded to l»e 
taken to them. We have six pieces of cannon 
and some twelve huniFoil .stand t f gowl arms 
here, which, I think, wid rinubtle^ fall in the 
hatidsof Confeilerate tror*ps in a few days, if lU' 
at once disposed of to organized coiiipioiee 
taken elsewhere.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

The Attorney General having decided that Ih* l*lh 
senatorial District, compofod of the ooiintie* of <jar- 
rard, Lincoln, and Cas*'y, were entitled to elect a Sen- 
ator at the Aiiitust election, I therefore aODOuiice luy- 
fielf a Fnlon candidate in said district.

RIVER AND STEAMBOAT NEWS. 



The river is rising at this point, with 3 feet 
.3 inches water in the canal. Ihe weather was 
very warm yesterday afternoon. 

At Pittsburg at noon yeeterday the river was 
falling, with 31 inchea water in the channel. 

At Cincinnati at the same time, the river 
had fallen 1 inch the previous 21 hours. 

The Trio will come down to the landing to-day, 
preparatory to taking the place of the Masonic 
Gem in the Io)uisville and Carrollton trade. 

The spleudid steamer Superior is the moil boat 
for Cincinnati at noon to-day. 

The popular steamer Diligent, Captain Cobb, 
will leave for Owensboro' at the usual hour to- 
day, 

A little packet built at Evansville a few day 
ago camo out of Pond River, Kentucky, on 
Wednesd.ny with a full load of tobacco. The 
Curlew, from Henderson, and the Gillum, from 
ShawneetowD, each came up to P^vansville on 
Wedoeeday with full loada of the w'eed. llall 
goes to New Y'ork by rail. 

The fine little steamer Linden, Cant. Andrews, 
will leave for Henderson to-day at 5 o'cl<»ck, hav- 
ing takon the place of the Grey Eagle. Mr. J

Tiir Aki-air AT Camiiriinie. — The Baltimore 
Sun gives the particulars of the affair at Cam- 
bridge. It will be reineinl»ered that four traitors 
were arrested there by order of (rovernor Ilick^, 
and that the arrests caused some disturliance. It 
was reported in Baltimore that Governor Hicks's 
life was in danger, and a company was sent down 
for his protection, but the (tovemor a.*<sured them 
upon their arrival that the Union sentiment in 
Cambridge was such that there was no danger for 
him there. The Governor then repaired to B:iPi- 
more on Monday and look his accustomed lodgings 
at the Fountain Hotel. At ten o’clock last night 
he was serenaded by the band of Col. Morehead's 
Regiment, which drew a large num)>er of citizens. 
Governor Hicks expreased his thanks for the cora- 
plitnent paid him. He did not deem it appropri- 
ate, in his position, to speak in detail of the events 
recalling from the emdition of the country — 1 
few months ago so proapernus, powerful and hap 
py, but now. ala.^! so full of calamity. He 
thanked God that Maryland had been spared the 
dofoUtion am) ravages of civil war on her soil, 
the calaniitiee of which other States are now suf- 
fering. His hearers would readily perceive that 
the reports of his death, late so current in the 
city, needed confirmation. But if he had been 
killed, bo should have l>een satisfied to die in the 
cause of the Union. Ho wanted no better wind- 
ing sheet than the stars and stripes. The Gov- 
ernor spoke alkout twenty minutes, after which 
the bund played a few pitriotic airs and retired. 



Gkk. Gaknett's Remains. — The remains of 
Gen. Robert Garnett, of the secession forces at 
Laurel Hill, who was killed at the Cheat river 
battle on Sunday morning, were brought up to 
Wheeling 00 Wtiloeeday, having been placed in 
a metallic coffin sent out from that city to Graf- 
ton. The Intelligencer says that all the Gener- 
al’s private effects have l>eeD carefully preeerved, 
and everything io which the friends of the de- 
ceased could have the slightest interest was for- 
warded with the remains, which were sent for- 
ward in charge of the Adams Express via Pitts- 
burg and Baltimore to Washington, w hence they 
will be conveyed under a flag of truce to his for- 
mer home in A'irginia. The ball which caused the 
death of Gen. Garnett was from a Minis mu?kat, 
and the wound produced is raid to be a most ter- 
rible one, tearing the body like a cannon bsll. 
The ball entered the middle of the back and came 
out just above the breast, tearing through two 
coats, a vest, and under clothing. 



Major Gkni kal M* Clellan. — This oflicer, 
who commands the Federal forces in Western 
Virginia, is a son of the great surgeon, George 
McClellan, of Philadelphia, who died a few years 
ago. The General is a West Pointer, fought in 
Mexico, went to Europe on a military commisMon 
a few }'ears ago to examine into the science of 
war io the camps of the great powers in the Cri- 
mea; afterwards resigned to become Vice Presi- 
deot of the Illinois Central Railroad, and then 
accepted the Presidency of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi road, from which be was called by Gov. 
Dennison, of Ohio, as Major Genera) of the Ohio 
volunteers, acd from this into the regular aimy, 
by the President, to accept the position he now 
boids. He is thirty-four years of age, and pre- 
sents a very youthful appearance. 



General Polk. — The Raleigh (N.C.) Register 
bos the following in reference to General Polk, of 
Memphis, at present commandant of the Confed- 
erate forces in the Mississippi valley: **Bisbop 

Polk is a native of this city, a grandson of Col. 
Thomas Polk, one of the signers of the Mecklen- 
l>erg Declaration, and a son of Col. Wm. Polk, 
who died here about the year 1830. The letter 
entere<I the army and served through the Revo- 
lution. He was with Gen. Washington at the 
battles of Brandywine and Germantown, in the 
latter of which be was wounded. He was also 
w’ith Gen. Gatee at Camdra, and with Gen. 
Greene at Guilford, and was severely wounded at 
Eutaw Springs. At the close of the war he bad 
attained the rank of li*utonant colonel.’’ 



Exittement in Sr. — As four companies 

of the First Regiment under C^l. Almstedt were 
coming up from the lower part of the city on 
Wednesday, and bad reached the locality of Elm 
and Fourth streets, a dr.nyman standing on the 
sidewalk cracked bis whip loudly several times, 
its reports sounding like those of a pistol. Under 
the impresMon that they had been fired on, the 
commander c*f the troops instantly ordered a halt 
and commanded the forces to form front. The 
panic among the crowd who covered the side- 
walks was great, women sbriekmg, and all get- 
ting out id the w'ay as rapidly as possible. For- 
tunately the commander discovered bis mistake 
and the troops passed on without tiring. 



Will They? — A New York paper thinks the 
Boutbern Stales are not yet too lata to obtain 
peace. They have the game in their own hand>«, 
and by their return to their allegiance to the 
Union they will overthrow abolitionism forever, 
and secure guarantees for their domestic institu- 
tion which w ill render them as stable and perma- 
nent as the Federal Government itself, while, as 
an integral part of the greatest of maritime na- 
tions, they would he safe against every combina- 
tion of foreign invaders.

The Power ok a Sentiment— Indiana. — It 
is doubtful whether, since the days of Peter tbe 
Hermit, says the National lotelllgoncer, the 
world has been such an uprising, at the bidding 
of a sentiment, as this country has exhibited in 
the last ninety days. 

Perhaps tbe magnitude of the effort is best ap- 
preciated by observing what has been done by 
single Statae of the Onfcderacy. And to illus- 
trate this we need not even adduce the exertions 
ef sovereignties dating beck to revolutionary 
days, as New Y'ork, Pennsylvania, and Hassa- 
chu.setts. Younger merobsrs of the 0>nfederacy, 
States that half a century since had no exi.stence, 
contribute singly no incon.siderable army to the 
assembling forces of the Union. 

Let us instance one of these, which recent 
events in Western Virginia have brought favora- 
bly and prominently forward — Indiana, forty-five 
years ago a frontier Territory, where the red man 
still contended with the white pioneer. Indiana 
has equipped, and is equipping for the General 
Government, a force such as has decided ere now 
the fate of a nation — twenty-three regiments, a 
volunteer army of more than twenty thousand 
infantry and twelve hundred cavalry; and these 
she has not only uniformed and accoutred, but 
partially armed with the improved rifle of the 
day, meanwhile at her own expense. 

This is DO isolated example. O hers have done 
as well. If tbe power of a settlement is to be 
estimated by the deeds it prompts, bow strong 
must be the love of the Union in tbe hearts of its 
citizenf!

Jo the Edtion of the IjmueUle Journal: 

Mayfield, Ky., July 15, 1861. 
(fENTLKMRN: I wrote you yesterday in relatbm 
to the attempt to steal ihe State arms from this 
place, 00 the night of the ISlh inst., by tbe se- 
ceesionisls. Having learnetl further particulars, 
1 DOW propose to odvi.He you of such other facts 
as I have learned. The principal secessionists of 
our town publicly acknowledge that they had 
been informed of the lotentioo of parties to ateal 
the guns, and knew they were to have been taken 
to Union City, but say they did all they could to 
persuade them to al»andon tbe idea, as it was 
wn>ng and would nn^et likely involve diflicul- 
lies. But, strange to say, not a man of them 
whispered it to any one who would afford the 
least protection to the guns or attempted to make 
the least resistance; indeed, some of them say 
publicly that they would help them off. A gen- 
tleman (Mr. A^mint), who lives in the neighbor- 
hood of Pryorbhurg, informed me to-day that be 
heard men say they bad the key of the Armory, 
or a friend had it at Mayfield, ready to open the 
di»or as soon as they reached them. They were 
fully advised of the number of loadau guns 
and their exact position in the Armory, which 
had l>een changed from the usual place for tbe 
loaded guiis, to a more oooa’enient place to he 
found in the dark. The party that came for tbe 
guns was much less than it would have been but 
for the delay (*f the parties who were sent to 



Mayfield to make the nece^ry arrangements to 
get tbe guns. Drs. Howard ana James Vest were 



tbe men who came to make tbe necessary ar- 
rangements. They w ere to have t>een back by 4 
o'clock in tbe evening, but were delayed until 
about 11. I'he armory in which tbe guns be- 
longing to tbe State Guard were kept is a large 
room over the one in which tbe guns inboxes 
were stored. Tbe up^ter room was the one tbeA- 
bad the key of, the lower room was accessible by 
a flight of steps from the upper one. There was 
also a large window not fastened, through which 
the boxes of guns could have been paased from 
the lower room. Tbe company was to have quiet- 
ly inaiched into town, taken possession of tbe 
loaded guns, (hen driven in the wagons and kmd- 
•*1 them with (he boxer, and, if discovered, de- 
fiandy marched off and reached fennessee before 
any iorce suflicient to arrest them could have 
been rallied. Oapt. Boone who is the senior Cap- 
tain of the regiment, and has the charge of tne 
guns since the resignation of Colonel Tilghmao, 
left Muylield in tbe m<)rning to organize a seces- 
sion c*)mpaoy of Home Guards and did not leturo 
at night, a tact that was known and talked of by 
the company at Frvoibburg before the company 
started here. It is justice to Boone to say that he 
denies pueiiively having known anything of tbe 
contemplated edort to take tbe guns, and says he 
will defend them auainst all attempts to take 
them from any and all quarters. Capt. Lane of a 
Union Home Guard coHJpany offered nis company 
to Captain Boone to guard the guns, but heretused 
to accept them, as be thought it would be a source 
of irritation for them to t»e guarded entirely by 
Union men. He says he will guard them 
with the remainder of his ccnipsny of State 
Guards and the volunteer service of the citi 
zeus of Mayfield. The affair has created 1 
great deal of sensalion in this County. It was 
circulated in somn portions of the county that tlie 
Uoion men were trying to steal them to take to 
Cairo. One company of secessionists numbering 
101 persiins met y«.!tsrday at Cuba, ten milts 
south of this place, uod came down within a few 
miles of town and sent a mes.>enger io to 
sea if they were needed. Another compa- 
ny was organizing at Pryorsburg yeeter- 
day evening to come and take the guns last 
night by fierce if resisted. But two leading »e- 
cessionists (S. B. Uubfiald and Ervin Anderson) 
went out from Mayfield and informed them that 



tbe guns were strongly guarded by CapU Boone's

Our grand army Is in full march on Mana.ssas 
Junction, which is twelve miles beyond Fairfax. 
It is scattered all along the road from Springfield 
to this place and beyond in immense strength. 
No ti^bt vet shown by the enemy at any point, 
nor is it believed they will meke a stand. 

There were two Sooth Carolina regiments and 
one thousand Virginia cavalry here. They 
evacuated hastily yesterday at noon. 7 heir camp 
is a curious spectacle of confusion. In many 
places they have left tents and all their camp 
e(|uipmeDts. 

If Beauregard's army will stand an attack they 
will have a chance to-morrow. 

Colonel Burnside's command is four thousand 
strong, here. 

Gen. McDowell is with the Reserve Divisions, 
fifteen thousand strong, at Center\’ille, seven 
miles from here and five miles from Manassas. 

1 have just passed all along the line from Mc- 
Dowell’s headquarters to Fairfax, to find convey- 
ance for this despatch to Washington. General 
McDowell will return here to-night with his 
.stafl'. Tbe whole iMxIy of troops is in magnificent 
spirits, and eagerly asking all along tbe line, 
“where are the rebels?" 

The inhabitants of Fairfax have been shame- 
fully robbed and abused by the rebel troops. 
Many bouses have been completely gutted.

The report reached here bKDigbt, from a very 
authoritative source, that the ret^ls have re- 
treated from Vienna.

Something More about Coizinkl Sigel. — 
Mr. O. Ileeselbacber, who was a soldier under 
Colonel Sigel in Baden in 1818, furnishes the De- 
troit Advertiser the following particulars of tbe 
life of that gallant officer: 

Some years before tbe Baden Revolution of 
1818. which a year later culminated in open war, 
Sigel was a First Lieutenant of artillery In the 
army of tbe government. A man of tine educa- 
tion and a close thinker, he bad been but a short 
lima in the army before be became aware that it 
requir'd an entire remodelling, and he wrote a se- 
riea of letters upon this subject, which were pub- 
lished in one of the most influential newspapers 
in Germany. The letters acquired a wide circu- 
lation, and were read with great interest by mil- 
itary men of both Germany and Prussia, and 
some years subsequently his reform was adopted 
in the army of the la.st-named kingdom. 

The notoriety of tbe letters at last hec.tme so 
great that a search was made for the author, and 
when it (>ocame known that a mere Lieutenant 
had tbe amlYcity to originate and advocate these 
reforms, the jealousy of the officials manifest^ 
itoelf bv the imprisonment of the Lieutenant and 
tbe withdrawal of his commission. 

A few veers later Herr Sigel (not then even 
Lieutenant), the revolution having bn'keo out, 
was a General in the army of the revolutionists, 
and proved his right to (hat title in several minor 
coaflirts, until, at tbe Itattle of Hemshach, he 
showed himself far superior to General Mieroe- 
luwsky, who was in command; and had be been 
the commander, instead of a suliordinate, the l>at- 
tle would, without doubt, have resulted in the 
victory of the revolutionists. 

After the close of the revolution General Sigel, 
who was made a refugee by the treachery of tbe 
government, fled to England, and afterwards 
came to tbe United States, as before stated. At 
twenty-eight he was a General; now he is al»oul 
forty years of age and is Colenel.

KTni OF Gkn&kal Lyon.— T he following 
ription of General Nathaniel Lyon, the com- 
aader of the Federal forch^ in Missouii, is 
from a letter to the Dubu«|ue (Iowa) Herald, 
written by a Lieutenant in one of *the Iowa regi- 
ment now on duty in Miaeouri: 

General L>«n is jnst now the Ikn, not merely 
hero, but everywhere In the Union, ao lar a» we 
can gather from our occasional plimp^es of outside 
doings. Ilis prompt actiuu in MinAmri will pro- 
t*ably save it from going out of the Union, and 
consequently an immense amount of blood-let- 
ting. He is a man of thirty-live or forty years, 
some live feet eight inches high, snd weighs 
perhaps one hundred aud forty to tifiy pounds. 
He is wiry in build, and lough-looking in ap- 
pearance. lUs hair is long and thick, his whi.'- 
kers bushy and heavy — both are indescribaldy 
Kaudj iu hue. His eyes are bb most remarkable 
feature — either blue or gray, at times perhaps 
both; a sort of stormy expression, wbich b 
heightened by the wave-like wrinkles around 
them, dwells constantly in them, making him 
look as if something wa.s constantly going wrong 
-or dill'erent from his wishes. Hia forehead is 
high and of even width, giving him when un- 
covered . an aj)p<'arance of great intellectu.il 
force, which \s aided by the firm outliues of hb 
mou'h. 

When he tirat looks at you that stormy expre.^- 
sion f.ettlos into his eye^ — the lleehy waves roll 
up lienoalh and around his eyebrows, and yon 
think be is preparing to tind serious fault — per- 
haps to get as mad as the- at what you 

have to tell him. You linish, the storm rolls off', 
and with au aboent air he answers. The waves 
again roll up when you commence to reply. He 
smiles little or none, U a strict disciplinarian, baa 
the full confidence of his men, among whom, or 
at least among the regulars, he is known as 
"l)add.. ’’ A lot of regulars will be scuttling on 
their campus — somebody calls out ‘ * Daddy b 
coming! ’ and in an inatanl everything b as quiet 
as a meeting-house. He goes absently along, 
plucking his heard carelessly with one hand, 
stopping here and there to give an order or two, 
or ask some (juestion in a harsh, authoritative 
>*oic«, and b the sort of man that a man will 
stop to lake a good loc'k at as he pas.««s. I don’t 
think he has anything like physical fear — is all 
through a soldier, and will yet make his mark 
high in the military world.

diately wrote to Walewfki, Minister of State of 
the Household, suggesting that It should be dis- 
avowed in an ctUcial note cotnmuni'ju^. in a fed- 
lowing number of the Moniteur.

of-the-way corner of the paper — since it bad al 
readv done what little liarm it could, and the 
vomjnuHupie would only revive old and attract 
new attention to it, tboreibre, least said was now 
eooneet mended. 

La 
Patrie (which has recently undergone an editorial 
change) had ceased for some days previous to the 
publicaiion of the note in<|ue$tion lobe the semi- 
tub-minbterbl organ that it bad been. 

In regarJ to Rost, the one of theC. fii. A. Com 
missioners who speaks Frencli, be did have an in- 
terview with 'Ihuuvenel, after coming from Kng- 
land. hut Thouveiiel refused to recognize him in 
his official <|uality; conversed with him as with 
any other private gentleman for the sake of in- 
formation, and did not give him any promise of 
recognition of the C. S. A. next October or any 
other lime — “on the contrary, quite the reverse. ” 
This was the first, the last, and only interview 
bad between Thouvenel and any of the agents of 
the (j. S. A. As for the presentation of two of 
thorn by Faulkner, it never took place. Neither 
Yancey nor the other man, said to have been pre 
seated, can speak any more French than Faulk 
ner, who canT speak enough to carrv on the sim- 
jdest conversation, while Thouvonel can’t speak 
uncugh Knglieh to bring it back, and the Secre- 
tary of l.egation, who was F.’s attendant inter- 
preter on bi.s visits to the foreign office, b an 
out-and-oul Union man. Faulkner b still in 
Paris, much distressed, and apparently awaiting 
hia appointment as C. S. A. Minbter’

Ma jor General Rohert Paitkbson.— M ajor 
Genetal Robert Patterson was born in Ireland in 
17U2, and emigrated to Ibis country when quite 
young, taking up his abode in Philadelphia. He 
roceiv^ a collegiate education, and early mani- 
fested military inclinations. After graduating 
at college, he was appointed First Liontenaot in 
tbe(22d regiment of regular U. 8. infantrv in 
April, 181S; be was transferreil to the 32d in- 
fantry, appointed Assistant Deputy (jiurtermas 
ter General (with the rank of Captain) January 
1H18, and Captain in line 1814, and thereupon 
reliii(|uished rank in the staff. He retired from 
the army in the <ame year, upon the disbandment 
of his regiment. He subsequentlv followed the 
profession of the law* in his adopted city, and for 
many years was connected with the militarv of 
Philadelphia. In 1847 be was appointed lUfsjor 
General of volunteers, and proreMed to Mexico 
and a.'^sumed command of his divbinn. He was 
actively engaged in the siege of Vora Ouz, but 
shortly afterward his health failed and he re- 
turned to the United States.
